City considers 
$55M fund to 
spruce up roads 


2015 budget. Annual 
cash slated for long-term 
road map to pave the 
way to 90% repair rate

Edmonton’s pothole-plagued 
roads could finally get some 
long-term relief under a 
$55-million-per-year plan that 
will be unveiled Thursday. 

Metro has learned the road 
rehabilitation proposal in¬ 
cludes the investment begin¬ 
ning in 2015, the first year of 
the next capital budget, and 
continuing for at least the next 
four years. 

Council will get that report 
and an overview of the city’s 
other capital projects tomor¬ 


row in advance of a special 
council meeting scheduled for 
April 30. City administration 
is hoping the meeting will set 
the general outline of the cap¬ 
ital budget, which will be pre¬ 
sented in the fall. 

The city rates the quality 
of roads across the city to de¬ 
termine which are in the most 
desperate need of repair. Ac¬ 
cording to the latest numbers, 
18 per cent of the city’s main 
roads need a major rehabilita¬ 
tion. The city’s goal is to have 
only 10 per cent of roads in 
need of rehabilitation. 

Edmonton chamber 

president James Cumming 
said the investment is severely 
needed and would be wel¬ 
comed. 

“When we went into the 
municipal election last fall one 
of the top issues that all our 
members were talking about 
was infrastructure,” he said. 


Road rehab 


For 2013, the city originally 
committed to $39 million in 
arterial road spending, but 
added $10 million to that 
last week when additional 
tax revenues became 
available. 


Cumming said a good road 
network is essential to a func¬ 
tioning city. 

“That’s an expectation of 
both the business commun¬ 
ity and citizens. We want our 
roads to be in good condition,” 
he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel couldn’t 
confirm the details of Metro’s 
information, but said he would 
be glad to see an investment. 

“What do you pay taxes for 
if it isn’t to fix your roads?” He 
said.

Members of Edmonton’s Jew¬ 
ish community say a swastika 
burning earlier this week is 
disturbing, but they don’t 
believe it’s a sign of a systemic 
problem. 

Edmonton police were 
called out late Sunday evening, 
after reports came in of a large 
swastika burning on the side 
of the road near the Anthony 
Henday and Rabbit Hill Road. 

Rabbi Kliel Rose, with the 
Beth Shalom Synagogue, said 
the incident was certainly 
disturbing, but he believes it 
was largely isolated. 

“I don’t get the sense that 
there’s anything pervasive here 
or any major concerted effort 
on the part of anti-Semitic 
groups,” he said. 

Rose said unfortunately 
isolated incidents like this 
do happen. “Sadly, this is not 
something that surprised too 
many of us,” he said. 

Rose said he isn’t sure if 
the vandals were specifically 
targeting Jews, as many racist 
groups use the swastika, but 
regardless, it’s troublesome. 

“It does bother me, whether 
it’s directed at Jews or any 
other ethnic group or religious 
group. This is a city that I think 
prides itself on religious toler¬ 
ance and pluralism,” he said. 

The Edmonton Police Hate 
Crimes Detail is investigating 
the case now. The swastika was 
10 feet wide and firefighters 
were able to swiftly put it out. 

Police spokesperson Scott 
Pattison said while the investi¬ 
gation is early, it’s progressing. 

“We have got some tips on 
it, anonymous ones through 
Crime Stoppers, which is very 
promising,” he said.

Addressing misconceptions 
and misinformation was the 
focus of a community services 
meeting Wednesday, as coun¬ 
cil approved a new master 
plan for changes to a popular 
park in Edmonton. 

While the committee 
opted to move forward with 
changes to the Buena Vista 
and Laurier Park, a group of 
concerned residents stood 
firm on their disagreement 
with the changes, calling it 
waste of taxpayer money. 

Plans including a three- 
season washroom, paving 
existing pathways through 
the park, additional park¬ 
ing and changes to the area’s 
buildings, the total cost of the 
additions are anticipated to 
cost $8.2 million. 

Edmonton resident Marcia 
Stewart brought a 2,500 signa¬ 
ture petition to the meeting 
with her Wednesday, in hopes 
of convincing councillors park 
users did not want any chan¬ 
ges, particularly a paved trail 
she called a “bicycle commut¬ 
er freeway.” 

“This is a mean-spirited 
plan,” said Stewart. “It’s 
mean-spirited to promote a 
commuter raceway through a 


natural, family off-leash park.” 

According to Coun. Mike 
Nickel, the pavement would 
connect the park with the 
River Valley pathway system, 
which is a priority for the cap¬ 
ital region. 

“We do have a policy and 
we do have partners in the 
region,” he said. “This is about 
connections.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
the purpose of the changes is 
to create spaces in the city for 
everyone to use. 

“The real challenge here is 


none of our parks are single¬ 
use parks,” he said. “The river 
valley is not single use. We

ease and parents Rachel and 
David had no idea the next 
10 months would mean end¬ 
less trips to hospital and two 
open-heart surgeries. 

The first, at Edmonton’s 
Stollery Children’s hospital, 
took place a week after he 
was born. 

“It was absolutely devas¬ 
tating,” Rachel said. 

In the five months follow¬ 
ing his surgery, the newborn 


spent his time in the hospi¬ 
tal’s Pediatric Intensive Care 
Unit. Since then, he has had 
26 surgeries, received nearly 
300 units of blood, had three 
cardiac arrests, organ fail¬ 
ure and a crushed lung, and 
other health complications. 

“Maverick has had quite 
the journey. He’s the miracle 
baby,” said his mother. 

Maverick was in his 
second open-heart surgery 
when Metro spoke to his par¬ 
ents on Wednesday. 

Rachel said it’s hard to 
put into words what their 
son and family has been 
through, but that they take 
it all one step at a time. 

“You have no energy to 
look to the left or to the 
right, but only what is be¬ 
fore us, for Maverick,” she 
said.

Premier Dave Hancock said 
Wednesday he sees noth¬ 
ing wrong with an internal 
government-wide memo dir¬ 
ecting political appointees 
to get involved in freedom of 
information requests.

His career ambitions centred 
on building better and speed¬ 
ier transportation networks, 
but Lawrence Hong was re¬ 
membered Wednesday for his 
willingness to take a timeout 
to chat with anyone.

Dozens more 


Rats in the Hat 
still holding on 

Another 78 dead rats have 
been pulled from a south¬ 
ern Alberta landfill that has 
been plagued by the pests. 

The City of Medicine 
Hat is working to get rid of 
the rodents and providing 
weekly updates. 

Last week, 63 dead rats 
were discovered; the week 
before there were 39. 

Jason Storch, an agricul¬ 
tural fieldman with Cypress 
County, says he can’t put a 
timeline on the situation. 

The rats were spotted 


at the dump earlier this 
month after someone 
reported finding one in a 
farmyard. 

Alberta has always 
prided itself on being rat 
free, but that status has 
been in question since 
August 2012 when the 
vermin were first found in 
the landfill. 

At least 100 Norway rats 
were killed by city workers 
after an 80-metre nest was 
discovered. The landfill 
has been continuously 
monitored since then. City 
officials said earlier this 
month that more poison 
was being put out.

She did not describe 
the nature of the call, but 
said it did not involve Harp¬ 
er or his family. 

“This was a medical call 
and not a police matter. It 


did not involve any of our 
protectees,” Shorey said in a 
statement. 


A Quebec radio station 
reported that the emergency 
call involved an intoxicated 


18-year-old woman, who 
was taken to hospital. 

J.P. Trottier, a spokes¬ 


person for the Ottawa Para¬ 
medic Service, confirmed 
that paramedics took a pa¬ 
tient to hospital, but said 
he could not provide details 
about the gender, age or 
condition because of patient 
confidentiality. 

“Because of the potential 
identification of the patient, 
we can’t talk about it,” he 
said in an interview. 

It’s believed that Harp¬ 
er’s son Ben celebrated his 
18 th birthday on Satur¬ 
day. Harper and wife Lau- 
reen also have a daughter, 
Rachel, who is three years 
younger. 

Jason MacDonald, Harp¬ 
er’s director of communica¬ 
tions, declined to comment 
on the report and would not 
say whether Harper or his 
wife were home at the time 
of the incident.

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Dutchman could be 
extradited before 
trial in Holland

Dutch prosecutors 
suggest trial plans 
for B.C. teen’s alleged 
tormentor could 
change if extradition 
request received 


A Dutch man accused of sur¬ 
reptitiously capturing webcam 
footage of British Columbia 
teen Amanda Todd, as well as 
dozens of other victims around 
the world, won’t necessarily 
have to wait until after his trial 
in his home country before 
facing possible extradition to 
Canada, Holland’s prosecution 
service says. 

Aydin Coban, 35, is in a 


Dutch jail accused of using 
the Internet to target teen 
girls and adult men in several 
countries, including Canada. 
He was arrested in January in 
Oisterwijlc, located in south¬ 
ern Holland. 

Coban was charged last 
week in B.C. in connection 
with Todd, a 15-year-old girl 
from Port Coquitlam who took 
her own life after she was sex¬ 
ually exploited online. 

He’s is accused of extor¬ 
tion, Internet luring, criminal 
harassment and two counts 
relating to child pornography 
in the Todd case. 

The province’s criminal 
justice branch plans to ask the 
federal government to request 
extradition, though the Crown 
has cautioned such a process 
would likely have to wait until

The RCMP announced last week that 
Aydin Coban is facing five charges in B.C. 
related to Amanda Todd. 

Coban’s trial is finished in Hol¬ 
land. 

But Paul van der Zanden, a 
spokesman for the Dutch pub¬ 
lic prosecution service, said 
Dutch authorities won’t neces¬ 
sarily insist on putting Coban 
on trial in their country first. 

Van der Zanden said police 
have identified other poten¬ 
tial victims in Canada, as well.

Lawmakers OK 
war crimes court 
to probe killings 

Lawmakers in Kosovo 
cleared the way Wednes¬ 
day for the creation of a 
European Union-backed 
court that will investigate 
crimes committed by ethnic 


Albanian rebels during the 
country’s 1998-99 war of 
independence from Serbia. 

Suspected crimes include 
the killing of about 400 
civilians, chiefly Serbs, and 
allegations that a handful of 
victims were slain specific¬ 
ally to harvest their organs 
for sale on the black market. 

The rebels enjoyed NATO 
backing in a war that left 


about 10,000 dead and mil¬ 
lions homeless. The West 
then staunchly supported 
Kosovo in its efforts to 
emerge from the conflict 
as an independent state. 

As Kosovo’s statehood has 
settled, the ethnic Albanian 
majority has faced rising 
pressure to identify and 
punish their own war crim¬ 
inals.

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Athlete speaks out about friend’s suicide 



Allegations. Friend 
of woman who ended 
her life while on a 
swimming scholarship

Rolandis Woodland was a 
wide receiver at the Uni¬ 
versity of Missouri when 
his close friend, Canadian 
swimmer Sasha Menu Cour- 
ey, was allegedly raped by 
one or more football play¬ 
ers and later took her own 
life. 

Reached by phone in 
Missouri last week, after 
an independent investi¬ 
gation into his school’s 
handling of Menu Courey’s 
case, Woodland had some 
insights on why there are 
so many headlines about 
college athletes accused of 
sexual assaults. 


“With some athletic pro¬ 
grams, sometime you’re 
taught to just like, if there’s 
a problem, you need any¬ 
thing you go to the coach. 
You don’t go to the police 
or anything, you go to the 
coach,” said Woodland, a re¬ 
cent grad. 

Part of the problem, he 
said, is putting athletes on 
a pedestal. 

“When you go around 
... thinking you can do no 
wrong — if there’s trouble 
your coach is going to get 
you out of it, nobody can 
touch you — then you’re 
going to feel like you can 
do whatever you want,” he 
said. 

Menu Courey, from To¬ 
ronto, went to the Univer¬ 
sity of Missouri on a swim¬ 
ming scholarship in 2009. 
She struggled with border¬ 
line personality disorder 
and ended her life in June 
2011. 

Menu Courey left a diary 
and records of an online 
chat with a rape crisis coun¬ 
sellor that recounted what 
happened in February of 
her freshman year. She had 
gone home from a bar with 


a football player and had 
consensual sex. Afterwards, 
other players came into 
the room and one or more 
raped her as she tried to call 
for help. 

This month, after an in¬ 
dependent investigation 
into the university’s hand¬ 
ling of the allegations, offi¬ 


cials vowed to change how 
the institution responds, 
making sure employees 
know their obligation to re¬ 
port sexual assaults to law 
enforcement. The investiga¬ 
tion couldn’t determine if 
any non-medical personnel 
knew of the sexual assault 
and failed to report it before 


she died. However, it said 
school officials who learned 
about the sexual assault in a 
2012 newspaper report had 
an obligation to report it to 
police, but did not. 

The Columbia, Mo., po¬ 
lice department began their 
investigation in January, al¬ 
most four years after the in-

cident. There have been no 
arrests. A spokesperson told 
Metro there are no updates. 

For Woodland and Menu 
Courey’s parents, who live 
in Toronto, the handling 
of the sexual assault case 
was only half of the story. 
They have concerns about 
how the school supported 
her mental health needs. 
“She was always honest, 
she told them she had the 
problems — she had men¬ 
tal problems and she had 
suicidal thoughts and they 
were just like, oh, red flag, 
I think we don’t really need 
her anymore,” said Wood¬ 
land. Menu Courey’s par¬ 
ents, Lynn Courey and Mike 
Menu, now run an organ¬ 
ization, Sashbear, that pro¬ 
motes awareness of mental 
health issues.

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Rebels 
claim Syrian 
forces used 
chlorine gas 



Proof? Activists have 
posted videos online 
depicting pale-faced 
people coughing and 
gasping for breath 


Syrian government forces have 
attacked rebel-held areas with 
poisonous chlorine gas in re¬ 
cent weeks and months, leav¬ 
ing men, women and children 
coughing, choking and gasping 
for breath, according to As¬ 
sociated Press interviews with 
more than a dozen activists, 
medics and residents on the op¬ 
position side. 

Syria flatly denied the allega¬ 
tions, which have not been con¬ 
firmed by any foreign country 
or international organization. 

Witnesses near Damascus 
and in a central rebel-held vil¬ 
lage told the Associated Press 
of dozens of cases of choking, 
fainting and other afflictions 
from inhaling fumes that 
some said were yellowish and 
smelled like chlorine cleanser. 
Some of those interviewed said 
they believe the gas was respon¬ 
sible for at least two deaths. 

They said the fumes came 
from hand grenades and heli¬ 
copter-dropped “barrel bombs,” 
which are crude containers 
packed with explosives and 
shrapnel. 

Activists have posted vid¬ 
eos similar, though on a far 
smaller scale, to those from last 
August’s chemical weapons at¬ 
tack near Damascus that killed 


hundreds of people and nearly 
triggered U.S. airstrilces against 
Syria. The new footage depicts 
pale-faced men, women and 
children coughing and gasping 
at field hospitals. 

It’s an accusation that car¬ 
ries high stakes, and the Syrian 
opposition has an interest in 
pushing such claims in hopes 
of spurring the world to take 
stem action against Assad, who 
faces a Sunday deadline for 
handing over all his chemical 
weapons for destruction. 

Chlorine has a multitude of 
ordinaiy civilian uses, includ¬ 
ing laundiy bleach and swim¬ 
ming-pool disinfectant. But in 
high concentrations, it can at¬ 
tack the lungs and asphyxiate 
victims. 

Syria’s use of chlorine-filled 
bombs, if confirmed, would 
be a violation of the chemical 
weapons treaty that Assad’s 
government signed last year as 
part of a deal to hand over its 
stockpile. 

On Wednesday, Syria’s UN 
Ambassador Bashar Ja’afari said 
his government categorically 
denied the use of chlorine gas. 
Ja’afari further disputed that 
chlorine gas could be categor¬ 
ized as a chemical weapon, say¬ 
ing “it is a mundane substance 
used for bleaching clothes in 
the laundiy or disinfecting 
swimming pools.” 

On Sunday, French 
President Francois Hollande 
told Europe 1 radio station 
there were “elements” sug¬ 
gesting recent use of chemical 
weapons, but no proof.

In late March or early April, 
Melton allegedly told a team 
to “kidnap the ADA,” who was 
identified in the indictment as 
a “Wake County Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney,” but they acci¬ 
dentally kidnapped her father. 
Melton and other defend¬ 
ants face a federal conspir¬

Man regains some 
sight with tech eye 

Diagnosed with retinitis 
pigmentosa as a teenager, 
Roger Pontz has spent years 
almost completely blind. 

Now, thanks to a pro¬ 
cedure that involved the 
surgical implantation of a 
“bionic eye,” he’s regained 
enough of his eyesight to 
catch small glimpses of 
his wife, grandson and cat. 
Pontz is one of four people 
in the U.S. to receive an 
artificial retina since their 
use was approved last year.

Sewol. The South 
Korean government 
faces the sensitive 
decision of when to 
begin salvaging the 
submerged vessel 


As the 156th body was pulled 
from waters where the feny 
Sewol sank a week ago, rela¬ 
tives of the nearly 150 still 
missing pressed the govern¬ 
ment Wednesday to finish the 
grim task of recoveiy soon. 
But the work was reaching a 
new, more complicated phase, 
with an official saying divers 
must now rip through cabin 
walls to retrieve more victims. 

Looming in the background 
is a sensitive issue: When to 
bring in the cranes and begin 
the salvage effort by cutting 
up and raising the submerged 
vessel. The government has 
warned that the work might 
eliminate air pockets that could 
be sustaining survivors, but for 
some relatives that is a long-lost 
hope. 

“Now we think we have to 
deal with this realistically,” said 
Pyun Yong-gi, whose 17-year-old 
daughter is among the missing. 

“We don’t want the bodies 
to decay further, so we want 
them to pull out the bodies 
as quickly as they can,” Pyun 
said on Jindo island, where re¬ 
covered bodies are taken for 
families to identify. 

Koh Myung-seolc, spokes¬ 


man for the government-wide 
emergency task force, said the 
work is becoming more dif¬ 
ficult, and divers must now 
break through cabin walls. 

The government has not 
said when it intends to begin 
the salvage effort, though it has 
said it will be considerate of 
families of the missing. 

For some relatives of the 
missing, speed in recovering 
the dead is becoming more im¬ 
portant than shrinking hopes 
that their loved ones might still 
be alive. 

Pyun and other relatives 
have set a deadline of Thursday 
for the government to recover 
all the bodies, though he con¬ 


cedes they have no way to en¬ 
force it. 

The victims of the April 16 
disaster are overwhelmingly 
students of a single high school 
in Ansan, near Seoul. Twenty- 
two of the 29 members of the 
ferry’s crew survived, and 11, 
including Capt. Lee Joon-seolc, 
have been arrested or detained 
in connection with the investi¬ 
gation. Two of the crew were 
arrested Wednesday, senior 
prosecutor Ahn Sang-don said. 

Ahn said an analysis of 
photos and video on the ship 
showed the captain and other 
crew members didn’t rescue 
passengers, though it was their 

duty. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Twitter lashes out at #myNYPD 


The largest police department 
in the U.S. learned the hard 
way that there are legions on¬ 
line devoted to short-circuiting 
even the best-intentioned pub¬ 
lic relations campaign — in this 
case, the NYPD’s Twitter invita¬ 
tion to people to post photos 
of themselves posing with 
officers. 

What #myNYPD got instead 


was a montage of hundreds of 
news images of baton-wielding 
cops arresting protesters, pull¬ 
ing suspects by the hair, un¬ 
leashing pepper spray and tak¬ 
ing down a bloodied 84-year-old 
man for jaywalking. 

A similar meltdown came 
last November when invest¬ 
ment giant JP Morgan Chase, 
which had been paying bil¬ 


lions in fines stemming from 
the financial crisis, asked 
Twitter followers to post ca¬ 
reer advice questions. Among 
them: “Did you have a specific 
number of people’s fives you 
needed to ruin before you con¬ 
sidered your business model a 
success?” 

The #myNYPD misfire 
comes at a time when new 


olice Commissioner William 
Bratton is trying to re-brand the 
department to counter criti¬ 
cism that it has been trampling 
on people’s civil rights. Last 
week, it disbanded an intelli¬ 
gence unit that spied on Mus¬ 
lim neighbourhoods, and it has 
promised reforms to the crime¬ 
fighting tactic known as stop 
and frisk, the associated press

If the latest development in 
culinary social media catch¬ 
es on, the trendiest restau¬ 
rants may no longer be res¬ 
taurants. 

A growing number of 
apps and websites are tak¬ 
ing the traditional chef- 
diner relationship out of es¬ 
tablished eateries. Cookapp 
is just the latest to launch 
in the U.S., connecting ad¬ 
venturous diners with in¬ 
dependent chefs — and 
even just ambitious ama¬ 
teur cooks — willing to host 
dinners at their homes and 
other offbeat locations.

If I didn’t know any better, I’d say The 
Angry Taxpayer is a myth. 

Indirect evidence tells me they exist. 

They are the power source for AM radio, 
the fertile soil of Ford Nation, the engine 
that keeps the Internet’s comments sec¬ 
tions humming. 

But if I’ve met more than one or two 
Angry Taxpayers during my entire life 
then they’ve hid it well.

(e.g. a fake lake built for Rob Ford late-night parties in the 
middle of the Senate) only costs us about five cents a day? 

Is it that we know if we actually had the money we’d 
waste it on lottery tickets and the new Johnny Depp film? 

Or is it just that I live a blinkered existence and am ob¬ 
livious to the seething rage of the Common Man? 

I know it might be the last one, so I’ve been talking to 
people to get a sense of their rage. 

Apparently the finale episode of How I Met Your Moth¬ 
er was really bad. Won’t someone think of the children?

There’s no business like 
show business. Most people 
think production is glamor¬ 
ous. But, for the most part, 
it is long hours and hard 
work. 

And no one can attest 
to that better than Show- 
home Parade producer Col¬ 
leen Nuc. Having been with 
Lindisfarne Productions for 
nearly five years now, the 
young talent of 31 says, “I 
didn’t want a job where 
I was sitting at a desk day 
in and day out. With Lin¬ 
disfarne, I am able to head 
projects, which is really re¬ 
warding at my age.” 

Putting together one 
half-hour show, which in¬ 
cludes three segments — 
each featuring an individual 
home and builders — keeps 
Nuc and her team on their 
toes and busy for days. 

Before filming even 
starts, Nuc says, “Our sales 
team finds builders who 
want to be on the show. 
From a marketing perspec¬ 
tive, it can be more effect¬ 
ive than doing a 30-second 
commercial because the 
show is a great way to keep 
a local audience interested 


in the product. From there, 
I meet with the builders to 
discuss the features of the 
showhome we want to put 
on the show.” 

One of the challenges of 
Nuc’s job is to make each 
home and builder distinct. 
“The biggest thing is learn¬ 
ing each builder’s individual 
language that they prefer to 
promote their product and 
trying to fit within their vi¬ 
sion,” she says. 

Nuc estimates it takes 


about 25 hours between 
script writing, client man¬ 
agement, home tours, and 
filming to bring a show 
together. 

“My favourite part is pro¬ 
duction because I love to be 
on set, hang with everyone, 
and watch the show come 
together,” Nuc adds. 

Once filming wraps, 
even more work awaits Nuc. 

“Each segment takes 
about a day to edit and 
then another day putting it 


together to fit times, com¬ 
mercial slots, and add de¬ 
sign tips.” 

Managing all the mov¬ 
ing parts and seeing the 
show come together is what 
keeps Nuc coming back for 
more. 

“I can’t see myself doing 
anything else,” she says. “I 
like being able to give Ed¬ 
montonians a show where 
they can see a variety of 
beautiful homes without 
leaving their couch.”

two-day shipping and other 
perks — will also have ac¬ 
cess to Six Feet Under, Big 
Love, as well as early sea¬ 
sons of Boardwalk Empire 
and True Blood. 

Past seasons of newer 
shows such as Girls, The 
Newsroom and Veep will 
also become available 
throughout the multi-year 
deal, about three years after 
airing on HBO. 

Original movies includ¬ 
ing Too Big to Fail and 
Game Change will also be¬ 
come available, as will ori¬ 
ginal comedy specials from 
Lewis Black, Louis C.K., and 
Bill Maher. 

There was no mention 
of Game of Thrones, one of 
the most pirated shows in 
history. 

The exclusive HBO deal 
is a big win for Amazon, 
which is competing with 
Netflix and Hulu for stream¬ 
ing viewers as more people 
cut the cord on cable ser¬ 
vices. Time Warner, which 
owns 

HBO, has long seen Net¬ 
flix as a threat to HBO and 
has steadfastly refused to li¬ 
cense even its old shows to 
the company for streaming. 

Netflix announced its 



first price hike in three 
years this week to help 
pay for more original pro¬ 
gramming, such as House 
of Cards. Shares of Netflix 
dropped nearly four per 
cent Wednesday following 
the announcement. 

Amazon and HBO did not 
disclose the financial terms 
of the deal, nor its duration. 

HBO Go, the network’s 
streaming service that’s cur¬ 


rently only available to sub¬ 
scribers, will also be offered 
on Amazon’s new stream¬ 
ing device, Fire TV, likely by 
the end of the year. 

The $99 device streams 
online video, music and 
other content to televisions, 
competing with the likes of 
Apple Inc. and Rolcu. 

The deal “positions 
Prime Instant Video as a 
viable competitor and pot¬ 


entially more appealing 
alternative to Netflix,” said 
Wedbush analyst Michael 
Pachter. 

“Through the HBO deal, 
in addition to its own ori¬ 
ginal content, Amazon has 
the potential to offer close 
to 70 different series that 
we believe HBO owns out¬ 
right, with multiple seasons 
available for the more suc¬ 
cessful shows. In compari¬ 


son, we believe that Net¬ 
flix’s original series figure 
is closer to 10, with up to 
only two seasons available,” 
he said. 

Glenn Whitehead, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of busi¬ 
ness and legal affairs at HBO, 
said that the company has 
always wanted to capitalize 
on its position as owners of 
its original programming.

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Blame Frankenstein, not the monster 



Super Duper Alice 
Cooper. Doc shows 
how singer had to 
admit he was the 
addict — not his 
sinister alter ego 



Alice Cooper’s theatrical brand 
of rock ’n’ roll has been horrify¬ 
ing audiences for five decades. 

Onstage, the lcohl-eyed sing¬ 
er of School’s Out and No More 
Mister Nice Guy is the stuff of 
nightmares. 

His grotesque Grand-Gui- 
gnol reputation was cemented 
when he was accused of bit¬ 
ing the head off a chicken and 
drinking its blood during the 
Toronto Rock ’n’ Roll Revival 
concert in September 1969. 

A new movie, Super Duper 
Alice Cooper, details how Vin¬ 
cent Fumier, a preacher’s son 
from Arizona, morphed into a 


baby-doll-butchering rock star 
who found fame under the 
name of a 17th century witch. 

It also unveils the truth 
about the “poultry incident.” 

According to the film, 
it was during the climax of 


Cooper’s wild set that a chick¬ 
en somehow made its way 
onstage and Alice — thinking 
the bird could fly, threw it 
into the air — expecting it to 
soar into the sky. 

Instead it dropped like a 


stone into the audience who 
promptly tore it apart. The 
next day newspapers reported 
a sensational version of the 
stoiy, one that painted Cooper 
as a chicken-killing degenerate, 
giving the band their best pub-

licity to date and Alice an idea. 

“That was the moment I 
realized the audience really 
needed a villain,” says Cooper. 

“They wanted so much for 
Alice to be the guy who killed 
that chicken. Nobody else in 
rock ’n’ roll would have done 
that except this really creepy 
guy up there. It clicked in my 
head that I needed to make 
this Alice character a defin¬ 
itive Moriarty. When that 
happened, I saw what the 
audience wanted. 

“I knew I could develop this 
guy into something that is real¬ 
ly going to be fun to play.” 

For the next 15 years he 


played Alice to the hilt, on stage 
and off. It wasn’t until a stint in 
rehab made him reassess his 
priorities and understand that 
Alice the character didn’t need 
to exist anywhere except on 
stage. 

“If that grey area would 
have cleared up and I could 
have put Alice in his proper 
place,” he says, “it would have 
been a lot easier. 

“But like anything else, 
when you’re a creative char¬ 
acter, you always take the 
hard road. I didn’t realize 
that Alice was not the prob¬ 
lem. It was Dr. Frankenstein 
that was the problem, not the 
monster. Alice never drank 
on stage. 

“Alice never did drugs on 
stage. It was the creator of the 
monster that had the big prob¬ 
lem.” 

These days, at age 66, Coop¬ 
er is still going strong. He re¬ 
mains a wild man on stage with 
a new tour and album in the 
works. 

“I still love the fact that 
people expect a show,” he 
says, “and they get more than 
there were expecting eveiy 
time.”

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Hello crappy. Critics get 
catty about Avril’s new vid 


After being posted to 
YouTube Tuesday, Avril 
Lavigne’s brightly coloured 
music video for the song 
Hello Kitty was broadly 
criticized as insipid and, 
in some cases, offensive. 
The video was briefly taken 
down amid the controversy, 
though it later resurfaced. 

The video, still viewable 
on Lavigne’s website as of 
Wednesday afternoon, fea¬ 
tures the Canuck pop-punk 
princess prancing about 
in front of four grimacing 
Asian dancers and squawk¬ 
ing lyrics including: “Let’s 
all slumber party/Lilce a fat 
kid on a pack of Smarties.” 

The Japan-shot video also 
finds the 29-year-old singing 
in a bedroom, a candy store 
and a sushi restaurant. 

The song was perhaps 
meant as tribute to Japan, 
which remains one of 
Lavigne’s strongest terri¬ 
tories as her sales lag else¬ 
where. 

But the press has round¬ 
ly condemned the video. 

Billboard called the clip 
an “embarrassment in any 



language” and mused on 
how the Hello Kitty video 
wound up “even more ab¬ 
horrent than the song.” 

USA Today linked to 
the video’s “cringeworthy 
glory” while referencing 
the possibility that it was 
racist and Entertainment 
Weekly questioned whether 
the video was “offensive ... 
or offensively obvious.”

A regal revolution. The

Ouigi Theodore, the founder 
of fashion label The Brook¬ 
lyn Circus, is a man on a 
mission. What started as 
a manifesto to get Amer¬ 
icans out of saggy jeans and 
sneakers has gone from the 
streets of Brooklyn to the 
style capitals of the world. 
It’s as much to do with 
the charisma of the dap¬ 
per dresser known as ‘the 
Bearded Man’ as the effect 
of global tastemaking via 
social media. The 38-year-old 
refers to the phenomenon 
as the ‘global village’. It’s 
an idea that’s at the heart 
of label BKc — the modern 
incarnation of traditional 
craftsmanship and old-time 
dressing — that’s woven 
from the melting pot of U.S. 
histoiy and culture. He sits 
down to talk me through his 
100-year grand plan and the 
true meaning of hipsterdom. 

You’re a dapper chap, so 
how long does it take you 
to get ready in the morn¬ 
ing? 

I’m a uniform guy, so it 
doesn’t take me as long as 
you want to think. Oddly 
enough, I would literally 
wear the same rig for weeks 
on end — I just adjust with 
a cardigan or throw in a pop 
or change the hat. 

The beard has been having 
a moment among hipsters 


for a few seasons now and 
you’ve been sporting yours 
for years. How do you de¬ 
fine the term ’hipster’? 

I recently found out that 
hipster was a term that was 
used to describe white men 
during the jazz era who 


were trying to be black guys 
and cool jazz cats. 

That’s a new one on me. 
Speaking of style cultures, 
why do you want to change 
the American dress code? 

American culture has been 


identified as this super and 
ultra casual culture. It’s 
really about sweatpants and 
trainers everyday. But for 
me, being from Haiti and 
the Caribbean, there needs 
to be a balance. We came 
into America with a certain 
level of discipline and it was 
a discipline of self-awareness 
and presentation and so I 
kind of married that to my 
experience. I bring a balance 
of tailoring and casual style 
into American sportswear. 

You’ve got a 100-year plan, 
so how far along with 
changing the American 
style culture are you? 

It’s changing in small 
pockets internationally. It’s 
not just in the U.S., thanks 
to the Internet. It’s incred¬ 
ible to see something that 
you think is so local being 
picked up globally. 

Is social media helping you 
get the word out? 

Absolutely, totally. Social 
media is communication. 

I think people look at it 
sometimes as entertain¬ 
ment, when the reality is 
that the communication 
aspect precedes entertain¬ 
ment. As much as people are 
looking to see what’s going 
on and writing LOL on posts, 


there’s a lot of information 
being flushed through the 
network. 

Do you find design ideas 
through social media? 

Yeah, it’s being able to 
travel the world everyday 
in small bits. I’m looking 
at what’s happening in 
London and Japan and it’s 
in real-time. 

Why are the Japanese so 
often the first to discover 
new trends? 

The Japanese have a special 
way of figuring out and 
hunting for what’s new. It’s 
such a competitive environ¬ 
ment that they have to 
go and seek out the next 
thing. They love culture 
and anything that has a 
vibration or soul to it. 

Do you identify with the 
Japanese pace of working 
or is it more about brand 
longevity for you? 

Absolutely, totally. I want 
to be able to run into a vin¬ 
tage store 40, 50 years from 
now and see our product. 
It’s a cycle: We buy a lot of 
vintage and we’re inspired 
by it and we design off of it. 
We have to create some¬ 
thing that’ll become the 
vintage of tomorrow.

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Clear the air inside your house 


Mould and dust. Poor 
air quality inside is 
as bad for your health 
as outdoor pollution 


The decor of homes may vaiy, 
but the one thing the inter¬ 
iors have in common is air — 


yet most homeowners don’t 
consider the quality of what 
they’re breathing. 

Nooks and crannies 

Veiy few people are aware of all 
the nooks and crannies where 
mould, one of the most com¬ 
mon indoor air pollutants, can 
build, says Norm Hoessmann, 


licensed home inspector with 
Victoria’s Aardvarlc Inspections. 

“Older homes often have 
bits of mould in several places, 
which means they can be 
overlooked,” says Hoessmann. 
“But if you gather up all those 
little spots like windows, toi¬ 
let tank and the thresholds at 
front doors, and you put them 
together, there can be a large 


area of solid mould.” 

Moisture attracts mould 

According to Hoessmann, com¬ 
mon places where mould can 
grow are around sources of 
moisture and constant water 
supplies. 

Homeowners should be 
aware of areas under their 



sinks where leaky pipes might 
attract mould spores, and front¬ 
loading washing machines, 
which can be sources of mould 
if not aired out after use. 

While the rooms we use 
the most, like bathrooms and 
kitchens, can be sources of 
indoor air pollutants, Hoess¬ 
mann says homeowners need 
to be aware that mould can also 
grow near their furnace and air 
conditioners. 

“Furnace cabinets can at¬ 
tract mould because they have 
the cold air from outside being 
sucked in to feed the furnace, 
which meets the warm air in 
the room and creates condensa¬ 
tion, which could create mould 
over time,” he says. 

Find source and control it 

Combatting possible pollutants 
in a home is as easy as finding 
the source and controlling it. 

“You find the source of the 
pollutant in question, like for 
example if you have a pet you 
are allergic too, you are able 
to cope with it by vacuuming, 
cleaning and regularly remov¬ 
ing pet hair from the home,”

says Connie Choy, air quality 
spokesperson for the Canadian 
Lung Association. 

“If there is mould, try to re¬ 
move the source of the mould, 
and clean up possible mould 
growth as soon as you see it.”

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Antlers: From hokey to hipster 



Stag trophies iiber 
cool in Germany. 

Old world stuffiness 
reclaimed with humour 


Not long ago, self-respecting 
young German urbanites would 
have turned on their heels if 
they spotted a mounted deer 
head or set of antlers in a bar. 

In the sometimes subtle lan¬ 
guage of taste and demograph¬ 
ics, taxidermy in Germany 
screamed old-fashioned, tacky 
and even a bit right-wing. 

Whereas in Britain, for ex¬ 
ample, mounted animals might 
conjure up stately homes and 
quaint rural pubs, Germans 
would be more likely to have 
faint echoes of the Bavarian 
backwoods and a parade of 
Nazi and communist strong¬ 
men earning their macho bona 
fides with hunting exploits. 

But in the tradition of hip- 


Racking up the irony 


sters the world over, stag heads 
have been flipped into an ironic 
statement by those self-styled 
urbane, creative and politically 
progressive types in the uber- 
cool neighbourhoods of Berlin, 
Hamburg and Munich. 

And, in the next iteration 
of the trend, upscale home fur¬ 
nishing designers are even sell¬ 
ing blinged-out deer heads with 
rhinestones and gold-plating. 

The staid broadsheet Frank¬ 
furter Allgemeine Sonntags- 
zeitung devoted a lengthy piece 
this year to the deer trophy, say¬ 
ing it had long escaped “grand¬ 
pa’s hunting hall.” 

“It was a dust-gatherer, part 
of a dead animal which, should 
you have ended up inheriting 
one, you didn’t know what to 
do with. Would the rubbish col¬ 
lectors pick one up?” Jennifer 
Wiebking wrote. 

She said that taxidermy first 
started popping up in modish 
bars and restaurants before 
conquering the private flats of 


the style-conscious, where they 
are of course hung only with a 
wink, and a nod. 

“A rack of antlers is a won¬ 
derful style accessoiy to show 
that you have a sense of irony,” 
she wrote. 

'Retro trash kitsch’ 

Klaus Siebenhaar, a professor 
of cultural and media studies 
at Berlin’s Free University, said 
that if many abroad think of

mans themselves link the stag 
trophy with their own national 
identity. 

“It is the symbol of the Ger¬ 
man forest, of provincialism, of 
nature and at the same time of 
the petite bourgeoisie,” he said. 
“It is the incarnation of German 
stuffiness.” 

He argued that mounted 
animal trophies were similar 
to the popular Jaegermeister li¬ 
queur which uses a stag’s head 
logo and has also managed in 
recent years to straddle the stu¬ 
dent-pensioner divide, afp

GUARDIAN AIMS TO TAKE CARE OF YOUR PET

There are many reasons why animals 
require care at a veterinary emergency 
department, including: 

Critical care/immediate resuscitation 
— need immediate life-saving measures 
or attempts at resuscitation. 

Emergent care — serious illness/injury 
that requires rapid veterinary attention. 

Urgent care — stable condition but 
have an illness/injury that causes discom¬ 
fort or may progress without treatment. 

Referral care — animals referred 


by their primary care veterinarian for 
additional testing, ongoing treatment in 
the hospital, or to facilitate transfer to 
specialty services outside scheduled ap¬ 
pointment times. 

Non-urgent care — stable patients with 
mild injury/illness or minor chronic prob¬ 
lems. These are best dealt with by your 
primary care veterinary clinic, but occa¬ 
sionally situations arise in which you may 
need to bring your pet to the emergency 
room for non-urgent problems. 


At the Guardian Veterinary Centre, the 
triage technologist (nurse) assesses every 
patient presenting to the emergency room 
and determines the severity of illness or 
injury. Critical and emergent patients are 
seen first; stable patients are seen in order 
of arrival. The triage technologist keeps 
a close eye on patients in the waiting 
room in case an animal’s level of urgency 
changes. 

Guardian’s goal is to have all patients 
seen by a vet shortly after their arrival.

Milanesa de polio. 
Believe it or not, this 
Italian-sounding recipe 
is among the country’s 
most popular dishes 


“The word Milanesa refers to 
beef, pork, veal, or chicken 
that has been pounded thin, 
breaded, and fried until de¬ 
liciously crisp and golden 
brown,” writes Pati Jinich in 
her book Pati’s Mexican Table. 
“My addition of tangy crum¬ 
bled cheese gives the breading 
an extra layer of flavour, and 
the pinch of ground chile takes 
the Milanesas a step beyond 
traditional versions. 

“I could eat Milanesa de 
polio eveiy day for the rest of 
my life. My kids feel the same 
way: I usually prepare a double 
or triple batch at a time, store 
them uncooked in the freezer, 
and pull them out as needed 
during the week.” 

1. In a large shallow bowl, 
whisk together the eggs and 
milk. Combine the com flakes 
with the cheese, chile, and salt 
and spread on a plate. 

2. Dip each chicken breast in 
the egg mixture, then coat it 
on both sides with the com 
flake mixture, so the whole 
breast is covered. Set aside on 
a plate. 

3. Heat 1/4 inch of oil in a 12- 
inch skillet over medium heat 


Ingredients 


• 2 large eggs 

• 2 tbsp milk 

• l cup Kellogg’s Corn Flakes

Creamy Poblano Rajas: Meat sidekick 



This recipe calls for the chiles 
to be charred, sweated and 
stemmed. 

To char them, Pati Jinich 
suggests, “Place the chiles in 
a diy skillet set over medium 
heat ... turning them eveiy 
two to three minutes for six 
to nine minutes.” 

Then, to make them 
sweat, Jinich says, “Place the 
chilies in a plastic bag or 
bowl. Seal the bag or cover 
the bowl tightly with plastic 
wrap and allow the chiles to 
sweat for 10 to 20 minutes.” 

Lastly, you must peel and 
rinse the chiles by, “hold¬ 
ing each chile under a thin 
stream of cold running water” 
and removing the charred 
skin with your fingers. Then 


make a slit down one side of 
the pepper and remove the 
cluster of seeds and veins. 

1. Heat the butter in a large 
skillet over medium-low heat 
until melted and foamy. Add 
the onions and cook, stirring 
occasionally, until soft, trans¬ 
lucent, and starting to gently 
brown around the edges, 
about 15 minutes. 

2. Increase the heat to 
medium-high and add the 
poblano chile strips. Sprin¬ 
kle with the salt and pepper 
and cook for 2 to 3 minutes, 
until the chiles have lightly 
browned. Reduce the heat to 
medium, add the cream and 
cheese, and cook, tossing 


gently, until the sauce thick¬ 
ens, 5 to 6 minutes. Serve hot.

Brandon Dubinsky scored 
with 22.5 seconds left in regu¬ 
lation to force overtime and 
Nick Foligno’s wrist shot just 
inside the blue line 2:49 into 
the extra session gave the Col¬ 
umbus Blue Jackets a 4-3 vic¬ 
tory over the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins on Wednesday night. 

The Blue Jackets overcame 
a 3-0 deficit for their first 
home playoff victoiy in the 
franchise’s 13 seasons, send¬ 
ing the series back to Pitts¬ 
burgh for Game 5 on Satur¬ 
day night tied 2-2. 

Craig Adams, Chris Ku- 
nitz, James Neal scored in a 
span of 5:01 of the first per¬ 
iod to stake the Penguins to 
a 3-0 lead. But Ryan Johansen 
and Dubinsky each had a goal 
and an assist and Boone Jen- 
ner also scored for Columbus, 
making only its second post¬ 
season trip. 

It was the fourth time in 
the series that the team that 
scored first - and also went on 
to hold a 3-1 lead - lost. 

With the Penguins hang¬ 
ing on to a 3-2 lead in the 
third period, Penguins goalie 
Marc-Andre Fleuiy made a big 
save on Matt Calvert’s second 
shot in a flurry.

Toronto backed up their 
GM’s two-word foray into the 
world of trash-talk by evening 
their first-round playoff ser¬ 
ies with the Nets at one game 
apiece via a 100-95 win Tuesday 
night. The series now switches 
to the Barclays Center in Brook¬ 
lyn for Game 3 Friday and 
Game 4 Sunday. 

“It’s going to be a new fron¬ 
tier,” Toronto coach Dwane 
Casey said Wednesday prior 
to flying to New York. “We’ve 
been a good road team in hos¬ 


tile situations, hostile gyms. 
Our guys have responded.” 

Toronto had 22 wins on 
the road this season, tied with 
Miami and Washington for tops 
in the Eastern Conference. 

One of those away wins 
came in Brooklyn, where To¬ 
ronto was 1-1 this season. The 
teams also split their two regu¬ 
lar-season games at the Air Can¬ 
ada Centre. 

Add in the first two games 
of this series and the teams are 
3-3 this season. 

The two-word slur of gener¬ 
al manager Masai Ujiri’s out-of- 
nowhere insulting Brooklyn at 
a fan gathering prior to Game 1 
continues to loom large.

‘F Brooklyn’ and then come 
into Brooklyn,” veteran Net 
Kevin Garnett said Tuesday 
night.
